Dalton was replying to criticisms by conservatives and 
Icftwing aociailsla that the labor government "squandered 
the S3,750,000,000 V. S. loan

Bernard Brodle, writing in th« 
buUetln oi the atomic scientist*, 
said that the navT^ atomic bomb 
phUoBophy -may evapormte a good 
deal falter than the navy expects." 

Brodle, a member of the InsU- 
tute ot InterrmUonEkl Studies at Yale 
university, lald that some authori- 
ties belieive the cost ol a single 
atomic bomb eventually will be cut 
to 11.000,000. or less than the coet 
of a B-3S to carry it. The bombs 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nsga- 
cost about 11,000.000.000 each. 
~ "Scarce and ExpenslTC" 

Brodle said the navy apparently 
believes atomic bombs wlU remain 
scarce and expensive, and that be- 
cause of their scarcity a reliable 
means must be developed to drop 
them on an enemy. He said the navy 
believes that unescorted, long range 
bombers would not be reliable 
enough. 

Brodle. said, however, that because 
of the bomb's destructive nets an at- 
tacker could defeat an enemy If 
only one out of 10 of Its atomic 
weopons ever reached their target. 
Boies "Ezagteraicd" 

Brodle said the navy "greatly ex- 
aggerates" the value of fined bases 
for the Interception of enemy planes 
making an atomic attack. The 
navy's Pacific bases, he said, prob- 
ably would not enter Into any such 
attack launched on the United 
SUtcs. 

He said the army, however, seem- 
ed willing "to consider new ideas- 
some thing which clearly deserves 
due credit."

The membership solemnly asked that "Little

!" Uve, and likely to give children fear com- 
~ plexes. 

All this happened In about 48 hours of a 
hot spell. In the same apace of time, let it 
be remembered, world affairs began looking 
Increasingly dismal. One was reminded that 
two world wars started at the tag end of hot 
summers. But maybe If the human race gets 
through to the first frost without doing any- 
thing worse than using its vetoes and Its saws 
at the wrong time. Its' members can cool off 
and really do something about preserving 
peace and restoring tranquility. 

SPONSORED SILENCE 
A mattress manufacturer and a radio sta- 
. tlon In Cincinnati have come up with a great 
Idea. The station sells the time It is off the 
air — 7 p.m. to 8 a.m.— to the manuracturer, 
who sends listeners 11 hours of relaxation 
and restful sleep with his compliments and. 
ot course, the hope that the sleep will be on 
his firm's product. 

Since radio has long had unaponaored pro- 
grams, sponsored silence doesn't seem too 
Illogical. And It has endless possibilities. 

A book store will buy an evening hour of 
silence Tor those who like to read without 
broadcast disturbance. A movie house will 
sponsor two hours of quiet In the hope that 
they will drive restless householders to his 
theater. And so on. Stillness may creep deep- 
er and deeper Into the gold-plated brotdcut- 
Ing hours.

I Moat of tho squawking hu come 
. ^ t from the laftish aide, who dUUka 
the generally conatrvaUva trend of 
the congress and tha administration, particularly the 
antl-Riustan moves of recent months. 

ACHIEVEMENTS— Two achievements alone, fn my 
opinion, entitle the recent waslon to high praise. The 
llrst was enactment of the Taft-Hartley act, which 
can produce the first Improvement In latxir-manage- 
mcnts relationships In 10 years. Although It may 
require revision after trial. It la not so punitive In Its 
provision! affecting labor unions aa the I<ewli-Oreen- 
Murray chorus waU. 

The second concerns federal economy and finances. 
Although neither chamber cut the President's budget 
as heavily as they expected, they tocomplUbed a 
reducUon of almost »3,O0O,O00/)0O. It was the first, 
concerted effort toward saving public money In almost 
a generation. 

DEFENSE— The SOth congress did well by national 
defense. It unified the armed ssnrlcei so aa to choke 
off profesdlonal Jealousies and oompeUtlon that have 
weakened ua In all wars. It provided for a national 
sclenqe foundation that will provide tha engineers, 
chemists, atomic experts and scientists which such a 
nation as the United States needs in war or peace time, 

It corrected years of corelessnesa in tba selection 
of key men for federal service by passUig » loyalty 
act along the lines proposed by President "niiman. 

Tha recent dlmlssal of several thousand allegedly 
subversive and dangerous Indlvlduala from atate, war 
and navy reveal the need for this kind of legislation. 

With a few exceptions, the RepubUcan-controlled 
legislature appropriated funds to Implement the 
man-Marshall foreign policy, although they stlU do not 
know Its real nature or Implications, 

POUTICS--The SOth congress baa been crlUclaed 
chiefly, and largely by the Wallace^Hendenwn-Wyatt 
liberal group, because of Ita fallun to enact social 
welfare legislation, certain measures oa t>ehalf of the 
veterans and lor its passage of the Taft-Hartley 
act over the presidential veto. 

Frankly, I think the OOP leadership deUberataly 
played politics with measures providing federal aids 
to housing, health and education. It vrlU be smarter 
to act on thes6 questions In 1048, a presidential yeor; 
than now. That also applies to legislation favorable 
to the ex-OI's. 

In my opinion, the Martin -Taft-Vandenbarg crowd 
deliberately stalled on these Issues for the reason I 
have given. By passing them next year (and special 
committees to Investigate these questions during the 
recess have been named) they may pick up more votes 
In the presidential and congressional contcats la 
November of 1M8. 

ARMS— "Is It true," asks L. o. M., Long Beach, 
Calif., "that the Skoda arms works In Oiechoslovakla Is 
working 3i hours a day turning out weapons for 

Russia?" 

Answer: Our Intelligence people cannot vouch for 
the shift schedule at Skoda, one of the most producUva 
munitions plants In the world. But Russian aviators 
were careful to spare it In their wartlma bombing 
raids, as they did the Romanian oil fields. 

Washington believes, however, that Moscow la pro- 
ducing intensively al all the arma centers she bat 
grabbed In Qennany, the Balkans and elsewhere. It 
would be natural for her to place Skoda on an around- 
the-clock basis. 

WEAK — "Congressman Wright Patman,' writei 
R. K., Texarkana, Ark.-Tex., "saya he Is encountering 
stnmg opposition in congress to printing of a book 
on fascism In the Unlied States. Is there such a 
threat from the right, as Patmsn says?" 

Answer: I don't think so, At least not so much as 
there obviously Is from the left, Mr. Patxnan may 
have dug up InformaUon that tha rest pf us do not 
know, but it will be a surprise if he has. Congress 
ha« opposed publlcaUon because it thought the project 
a wast« of money. 

It la understood that, In accord with the Texas 
member's recognised complex, the antl-Iasclst volume 
assails corporations, so'called trusts, world cartels 
etc. But, from tha sUndpolnt of tha MussoliiU, Franco 
and Peron type of fascism, he has an extremely weak 
case, according to those who have advance gllmpsea 
of his opus. . 

TOPBOIL— Many readers have asked for mora 
details on a recent column In which I said that we 
had exported valuable lopsoil to other counUles during 
tlie wnr nnil Iti our postwar, aid -to- Europe program. 

Answer: Thh topsoll In not iililpped like fertiliser, 
rich enrih or other aoll-biillrilng producU. It Is 
exported as com, wheot, cattle and In tha form of 
other food. 

Growing these crops year after year, under Intensive 
fanning methods, strips our soli of essential llfe-glvIng 
chemlcnU iiml quallUea. It nrrPMllat^a extra cxpcdl- 
tura for artificial fertilisers on the p«rt of the farmer. 

It redticM our domestic. BBrlcultiirai potential, 
thereby resulting In short croi»a tntl high food pricea 
at homo. It Is In thst aciiw that I used tha phrase 
"exporting valuable topsoll."

A year'a t«tt has abown, however, 
that there is a serious dafset In this 
provision. It's a defect, that Is, If 
ths law was really meant to put on 
public record tha lobbyists and thebr 
conneetlona. Nothing Is sold In the 
law about ItUtlattng action against 
lobbylsta who fall to register. 

Tills is how It bu worked out In 
practice. At least 90,000 applications 
for registration blanks have oome 
to the senate and the house from 
those who apparently believed in 
the first Instance that they come 
under the terms of tho law and were 
required to register. Some unions 
asked for up to 50 blanks. So did 
several large corporations. But the 
total of registration blanks returned 
filled out is less than ^Ive per cent 
of the niunber originally applied for. 

Nearly every day during tha put 
session, someone phoned in to say 
that they had seen John Doe in 
the lobby of the house or the aenata 
or buttonholing a oongresiman in 
one of the hotels, and that they 
knew he was working for this or that 
hitcrest. Senate and house officials 
charged with registering the lobby- 
ists were aware that the law was 
being violated, and probably on a 
wholesale scale. But they did not 
know what they could do about It. 

Here Is an example that tlea In 
with today's headllnas. Representa- 
tives of the leading airline com- 
panies lobbied furiously during tha 
post session tx>th for and against 
the "chosen Instrument" bill which 
would provide a single monoply for 
U. 8. overseas air operation. Itie 
activity of these men wu fairly well 
known. They have been frequently 



rtfemd to as lobbyists. Tat on 
exaralnaUoD of Uia rNORl dwwf that 
not 0D» of them tadsttred with 
cascnaa OS a lobbyiat. 

Tbe . lav soys spaoulcaUy that 
"any persoa who sboll tngagt him- 
self for pay qr for any eonsUeratlon 
for tbe ptnpose of attemptlnc to 
lafhienct tbt posaaga or defeat of 
anr leglsUtloo. . . tfiall, before 
doing oaythlnt hi turtbaronea of 
nieh object, retUtar with tbe elerk 
of the house of raprestnUtlTtti and 
the seoretarj cf tha senate. . 

Some of these alrllna lobbylsU 
hsTe spent moat of thalr time work- 
ing on cangretB. Sane ore ezieuUvas 
of their retpacttra corporations and 
more in and out of Wasblii(t<m. 
They nilgtat claim that lobbying 
was not tha principle activity aa 
specified In tha taw.

4 Persons Meet 
Fiery Deaths aa 
Plane Hits Vent 

I^VERETT, Mass., Aug. 7 (ff)— 
■Hiomas Mandell, 40, an official of 
the Carrior-Mandell Alt CondlUon- 
Ing corporation, plunged to a fiery 
death with two daughters and the 
pilot of a chartered plans when U 
shot down Into a gas-fume chimney 
of the Beacon oil plant, early today. 

Police said the motor of the smaU 
craft apparently "conked out" over 
the big vent and "dropped In like 
a dead pigeon." / 

Perishing with Mandell were his 
daughters, Anne 22 and Harriet, 19, 
and the pilot. Nelson Pell. 

The battered bodies were found 
In debris at the bottom of the flue. 
Portions of the craft-Identified by 
authorles as a Stinson— were stuck 
In the a5-foot high, 10-foot wide 
chimney. The wings were sheered as 
the ship hit the vent. 

Witnesses reported that the crash 
was followed by a series of blasts, 
apparently caused by exploding gas- 
oline In the plane. Firemen extin- 
guished the flames quickly. 

Company officials said that speedy 
shutting off of the plant's gaa poe- 
slbly averted a more serious dis- 
aster. The craft, flying In a low 
hanging fog, iwrrowly missed hit- 
ting a 300-foDt high gasoline- 
cracking unit In the refinery plant.
